When, under the operation of the 


Beal law, a community by vote makes 
itself '"dry," the saloon Keepers there 
do nol go out of business as it was 
expected they would when the 
law 


was passed. 
No, they remain 
in 


business, and their places instead of 
being called saloons, become known 
as Swankey, or Bishop's beer joints. 


The Beal law prohibits the 
sale, 


giving away or furnishing of intoxi- 
cating liquors as a beverage, 
either 


personally or by agent, or the keeping 
or a place where such liquors 
are 


sold, given away, or furnished in a 
'"dry" town, under heavy penalty. The 
law construes the phrase, "intoxicat- 
ing liquors" to mean any 
distilled 


malt, vinous or any other intoxicating 
liquor. The law, however does not 
prohibit the keeping and sale of in- 
toxicating liquors in a drug store "fo 
exclusively known medicinal, 
phar 


maceutical, scientific, mechanical 
o 


sacramental purposes," but when sole 
for medical purposes such sale can 
be made only on written prescription 
of a reputable physician. 


The words 'giving away" in the law 


do not apply to the giving away of 
intoxicating liquors by a person 
in 


his private dwelhsg, 
unless 
such 


private dwelling is a place of public 
resort. Neither docs the law prohibit 
any manufacturer 
of 
intoxicating 


liquors from the raw materials 
to 


sell, deliver and "furnish his produce 
in wholesale quantities to bona fide 
retail dealers trafficking in intoxicat- 
ing liquors or in wholesale quantities 
residing outside the limits of such 
municipality."

But recently a new angle has arisen 


in the situation that is alarming to 
the 2 per cent saloon keepers. 
A 


decision of the supreme court requires 
that all persons selling such bever- 
ages must pay the Dow law tax. The 
Beal law did not repeal or nullify the 
provisions of the old Dow law. A 
section of the Dow law reads: "A 
yearly tax of $350, to be paid into the 
county treasury, for each place where 
the business of trafficking in spirit- 
uous, vinous, malt or other intoxicat- 
ink liquors is carried on." 


A section of the Beal law 
also 


says: "The 
'phrase, 
'intoxicating 


liquors,' as used in this act shall be 
construed to mean any distilled malt, 
vinous, or any 
other 
intoxicating 


liquors." 


The ever aggressive 
Anti-Saloon 


league now claims that the sale 
of 


beverages containing 2 per cent or 
less of alcohol is unlawful 
on the 


wording of those two sections and up- 
on the decision of the supreme court 
that all persons selling such bever- 
ages are required to pay the Dow law i

saloon keeper runs the risk of incur- 
ring his displeasure by drawing him 
a glass' of real beer from the faucet, 
from which only 2 per cent, beverages 
are supposed to flow. The 
saloon 


keeper is enabled to carry out this 
deception by an arrangememt of the 
faucets and pipes that run to his cel- 
lar. 
WMen he wants to draw a 
2 


per cent, drink, he'closes a valve in 
the 'pipe under the counter, and wjien 
he wants to draw beer he opens the 
valve, or vice versa. He is compara- 
tively safe in doing this as lie only 
draws the beer for a regular patron. 
All others get the 2 per cent, bever- 
age. In some such 
saloons 
two 


faucets are used, one connecting with 
the beer keg, the other with the 2 
per cent, stuff. 


Then there is another way that is 


used by liquor dealers 
in getting 


around the law. At least they think 
they are fooling the law.

which define what shall be prohibit 
ed.' The Beal law defines intoxicat- 
ing liquor as any distilled malt and 
vinous or other intoxicating liquors. 
This makes the sale of 
air 
malt 


liquors in "dry" communities 
pre- 


sumptively illegal, and it devolves on 
the vender to prove_that such bever- 
ages are not intoxicating." 


Therefore all the saloon keepers in 


Lakewood, Glenville and other muni- 
:ipalities in the county that are "dry" 
are considerably worried. They fear 
the result of the test case 
in the 


courts. 
T3o much for so-called 2 per 


cent saloon keepers who sell the bev- 
rage. 


But there is anofher class of 2 per 


quet to be defrayed by the numerous 
dollars paid for club memberships. 


This scheme according to the Anti- 


Saloon league officers, is clearly illeg- 
al inasmuch as the Beal law prohibits 
not only the selling of intoxicating 
liquors, but also the giving away or 
furnishing of such 
beverages. 
The 


Beal law also prohibits the existence 
of a place where intoxicating bever- 
ages are sold, given away or furnish- 
ed. 
The office s of the league have 


been quietly 
gathering 
evidence 


against this class of drinking resorts 
and expects to soon begin 
prosecu- 


tions.

you never set up a claim to be "first in 
war, first in peace and first ill the 
hearts of his countrymen." 


How a man's whole life may be in- 


fluenced by a trifling circumstance! 
Suppose George's father, instead of 
being a sentimental old cuss, on bear- 
log that his son bad been monkeying 
with edged tools had hastily removed 
him to the seclusion of the wood shed 
and had then and there with a shingle 
or 'other convenient weapon proceeded 
to tan that portion of George'* anato- 
my which the British were never per- 
mitted to gaze upon. Instead of grow- 
ing np to be the Father of His Coun- 
try he might have become morose and 
sullen, and developed into a life insur- 
ance solicitor or an advertising agent 
or a map peddler, or even fallen to still 
greater depths of depravity.

The only thing it is 
good for is to break up the business 
week and give a man an opportunity 
to hang around the house and smoke 
too many cigars and aggravate his 


Patient wife and exasperate his 


Tiilldren anu* make himself generally 
obnoxious to all with whom he comes 
in contact. Perhaps it will not be con- 
sidered meet for mo to sound my own 
praises, but when the time comes that 
the anniversary of my natal day wilt 
be made the occasion of public rejoic- 
ings it is a satisfaction for me to know 
that i picked out a date when a man 
can go fishing or swimming or shoot- 
ing or sailing, and not a bleak, misera- 
ble day at the fag end of the most 
cussed month of the year.

I replied that it was not tne 
business of a king to depopulate his 
kingdom, and if I executed every man 
who joined a plot against 
me 
it 


would not be long before I had 
no 


people to rule over. 


"According to the plans of the con- 


spirators, I was to be put out of the 
wa> by means ol poison.
